2nd.—The improvement of our wxecu- 
tive whether appointed by the Coungil 
as at present, or elected, as a great 
many citizens think they should be. it 
is undeniable that there has been a large 
expenditure of public money without ade- 
quate compensation in municipal im- 
provements. This mismanagement has 
been more in evidence in our sireet and 
sidewalk construction and repairing than 
elsewhere; and this department should 
be thoroughly reorganized. ~ 

Srd.—As regards finances it is my opin- 
ion that until the present financial strin- 
gency is relieved, we should not under- 
take any new expenditures that can pos- 
sibly be delayed. I stand for the com- 
pletion of the works already in hand, 
more particularly those that will earn 
a revenue for, or contribute to the health 
of the city, and so relieve the burden of 
taxation. As soon, however, as the 
money market resumes its normal con- 
dition the city should then adopt such 
a policy of expansion and progress as is 
consistent with sound business economy. 

4th.—I stand for the reasonable eneour- 
agement of industrial enterprises. I am 
decidedly of the opinion that Edmonton 
is bound to become a large industrial 
centre, but to accomplish that end it +s 
necessary that all citizens should work 
together and allow no sectional interests 
to interfere with her progress. My opinion 
is that success in building up a city de- 
pends more on the laborer, artizan, and 
struggling business man, and manufac- 
turer, than on the capitalist, but, if 
elected, I shall endeavor to act. fairly 
towards every citizen whether he be rich 
or poor. 

From principal | am opposed to the 
practice of a candidate personally can- 
vassing for votes for his own election, or 
of literiag up the entrance to the poll- 
ing booths with papers soliciting same; 
and shall not do so. 

1 therefore take thir means of solicit- 
ing your votes and influence at the com- 
ing election, believing that, if elected, 
I can serve your interesie and assist in 
the upbuilding of our city.

THE AMALGAMATION 
MAKES A BIG BANK 


The Union-Quebec Bank Will Be the 
Fourth Largest in the Dominion, 
Covering All the Provinces. 

> 


By the amalgamation of the Union 
Bank of Canada and the Quebee bank, 
announced several days ago in the 
Bulletin, one of the strongest finan- 
cial institutions in Canada has been 
formed, The Union bank, with 140 
branches, covers every nook and cor- 
ner of the West, while the Quebec, 
with 34 branches, has very largely 
contined its energies to the province 
from which it takes its name. 

Local Manager's Statement. 

Speaking to a Bulletin representa- 
tive to-day, Mr. Anderson, manager 
of the local branch, fn discussing the 
amalgamation, said that the negotia. 
tions had been in progress for about 
a year, 

“LT have had no direct iniormation 
on the question,”’ he continued, “ex- 

cept what I have seen in the press, 
With reference to the names of the 
amalgamation it is probable that of 
the Union bank will be retained in 
view of its much larger number of 
branches.” 

The new bank, in point of paid-up 
capital, is the fourth largest bank in 
Canada. The combined paid up capi- 
tal ig $5,619,000, and it is probable 
it will be fixed at $6,000,000, or the 
Same amount as the Merchants Bank 
of Canada, 

With reference to the new name 
there was at first some little conflict 
of opinion, as naturally each wanted 
to retain its identity, but this has 
been amicably arranged, The Que- 
bee bank is the second oldest’ in Can- 
ada, in fact, is only one year younger 
than the Bank of Montreal.

Tlie two banks together will make a 
very powerful combinatdon, 

According ‘to fhe last government 
bank statement the total liabilities o! 
the two institutions will be $37,058, 
479, and the total assets $45,944,658, 

While, as stated above, the capital 
will be equal to that of the Merchants 
which is the third Jargest bank ir 
Canada, the assets are at the moment 
slightly exceeded by the three biggest 
banks as well as the Bank of British 
North Ameriea, the Royal Bank of 
Canada and the Dominion Bank. The 
Imperial Bank of Canada is also very 
close, showing assets only a few hun- 
dred thousands behind the Quebec 
and Union together.
